BY U.S. RATHER THAN LOANS 


Back From Europe, He Says Britain Spends 
Too Much Time on Nationalization, 
Not Enough on Production. 


NEW YORK, July 26 (UP) — 
Bernard Baruch said today on 
his return from a month in Eu- 


rope that the United States should 
buy more of the world’s products 
with its money instead of lend- 
ing it to foreign governments. 

Baruch, commenting on Brit- 
ain’s financial difficulties, said 
“one thing that I noticed about 
them is that they are spending 
too much of their time on 
nationalization and not devoting 
their energies to production and 
developing their country.” 

The elder statesman, declaring 
he felt “fine,” spent an hour with 
reporters and photographers as 
the Queen Mary docked. 

He said: 

1. The world’s monetary condi- 
tion needs readjusting. 

2. Secretary of Treasury John 
W. Snyder “created a very favor- 
able impression” everywhere he 
went on his recent European visit. 

Baruch said “Britain has got to 


get rid of the 3,500,000,000 frozen 
pounds sterling which her cred- 
itors like India, Egypt and the 
British Commonwealth generally 
are using to buy goods in Eng- 
land for which she doesn’t get 
anything fresh.” 

He said these huge frozen 
credits should have been canceled 
long ago “as a contribution to the 
common cause.”

He urged that Congress take 
steps to bring unions under the 
anti-trust statutes and let the 
courts decide the issues of each 
case, 

Arnold, head of the Justice De- 
partment's anti-trust division dur- 
ing the New Deal days and now 
in private practice in Washington, 
outlined his views to the Senate 
Banking Committee. 

The committee, at the request of 
Senator Robertson (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, is looking primarily at the 
operations of the coal industry 
and the activities of John L. 
Lewis’s United Mine Workers. 
Lewis last June 30 declared a 
three-day work week for the coal 
fields which Robertson has called 
a “bold and overt act” to fix pric 
and restrict production. . 

View of 3-Day Week. 

Arnold said the three-day week 
was called to create a situation of 
coal scarcity in order to place the 
union in a more favorable posi- 
tion “in the next strike.” 

Arnold contended that if the 
anti-trust laws are left unchanged 
it would be an easy matter for 
unions and management to get to- 
gether and “do the very things 
which the anti-trust laws forbid.” 

He argued there is (1) general 
acceptance of the right of unions 
to “monopolize” the labor supply 
and (2) that the Supreme Court in 
several cases for all practical pur- 
poses exempted unions from the 
anti-trust laws. 

of Prices. 

Therefore, he said, all that 
would be necessary to fix prices 
and restrict production without 
violation of the present laws 
would be to get the union to “in- 
itiate” the move, and the employ- 
ers to “give in.” 

Arnold cautioned that wages and 
hours could be used as a “guise” 
of legitimate purpose when a un- 
fon actually is after something 
else. He urged that courts be al- 
lowed discretion to determine the 
true issues in each case. 

In the “illegitimate” field of un- 
jon activity Arnold would have 
the bill seek to prevent (a) strikes 
to prevent “outside goods” from 
coming into any community; (b) 
exclusion of “efficient” production. 
methods; (e) refusal by unions to 
allow “independent firms to re- 
main in existence”; (4) activities 
of.a union in “imposing and main- 
taining artificial prices or restric- 
tion of production,” and (e) the 
“makework” or “feather-bedding” 
system. 

Robertson in calling the inquiry 
said he wanted to find out the ex- 
tent of power which industry-wide 
labor organizations have acquired. 

He suggested yesterday that in 
determining the extent of the eco- 
nomic power of unions, “it is nec- 
essary to find out the extent of 
their labor monopoly.” 

3- Week and Prices. 

Robertson made little secret of 
the fact that he thinks the UMW 
is a labor “monopoly.” Hitting out 
at Lewis’s imposition of a three- 
day work week in the coal indus- 
try as a move to control prices and 
production, he declared: 

“If we now allow the unions un- 
fettered discretion to control pro- 
duction and prices, you no longer 
have a government by the elected 
representatives of the people.” 

Robertson’s criticism of the 
UMW’s three-day work week was 
echoed by two major coal opera- 
tors—Harry M. Moses, president 
of the U.S, Steel coal subsidiaries, 
and George H. Love, president of 
Pittsburgh Consolidation Coal Co. 

The soft coal operators from 
the North and West were sched- 
tled to resume negotiations for 
a new contract with Lewis at 
White Sulphur Springs, W. Va. 
Moses also was to meet with 
Lewis at White Sulphur Springs 
after the north-west commercial 
operators had their opening con- 
ference. 

The Southern Coal Producers 
Association was to resume nego- 
tiations with a team of union 
bargains headed by Secretary-

Strategic Purpose of Plan. 

Meanwhile, Truman’s program 
was described officially as 
signed to bring up to combat 
Strength a total of about 1,500,000 
fighting men in five countries. The 
strategic purpose is to prepare 
the countries of western Europe 
to defend themselves against any 
attack by Russia until American 
forces could be thrown into the 
struggle.

The United States now has un- 
der arms a total of 1,600,000 men 
divided among the Air 
Force, Navy and Marines.

Charter Change Urged. 

Senator Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, noted that the reso- 
lution points only to limited sov- 
ereignty in the U.N. and “does 
not envision a world government 
with full powers.” 

Senator Graham (Dem.), North 
Carolina, urged changes in the 
charter of. the United Nations so 
that it can be developed “into a 
federal structure strong enough to 
maintain peace.” : 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), IIlinois, 
said strengthening of the United 
Nations is “the only hope of end- 
ing the world war.” 

Senator Thye (Rep.), Minnesota, 
said the time has come to explore 
the possibility of a federal union 
among the North Atlantic commu- 
nity nations. 

Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut announced he was join- 
ing the sponsors of the world fed- 
eration resolution to strengthen 
the United Nations. 

“It is of the utmost importance 
that the position of the United 
States in the armaments race now 
going on should be crystal-clear,” 
McMahon said. “This resolution 
fill help make plain that our ob- 
jective is peace and disarmament, 
and that we intend to pursue our 
aims to the fullest extent, consist- 
ent with our security.” 


FIST FIGHTS FOLLOW 
FRENCH DEBATE ON 
ATLANTIC TREATY 


PARIS, July 26 (AP) — Fist 
fights between Communists and 
rightists broke out in the corri- 
dors of the National Assembly to- 
day during a recess in the de- 
bate on the North Atlantic Treaty. 

The cause of fights apparently 
was a Communist reference to 
Edouard Michelet, a supporter of 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle, as a 
man who “sometimes” resisted 
during the war. Michelet declared 
that he had been a resister to 
the Nazis a year before the Com- 
munists, and was welcomed by 
Communists when he returned 
home from a concentration camp. 
During this exchange, there was 
considerable commotion, applause 
and booing from the members. 

Duri the recess in the cor- 
ridors, Yves Perron, a Commun- 
ist, and Michelet started fight- 
ing. Others joined in and ushers 
had difficulty in restoring order. 

In another section of the cor- 
ridors, Andre-Francois Mutter, a 
rightist, got into a fight with a 
Communist and suffered a cut 
lip. No other physical damage 
was reported. 

The Assembly is expected to 
ratify the pact by an overwhelm- 
ing majority late tonight or 
early tomorrow.

SNYDER IS CHEERY 
ON BUSINESS IN U.S., 
EUROPE’S RECOVERY 


Britain Has Not Asked for 
More Dollar Aid, Treasury 
Secretary Says. 


Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder returned yesterday 
from a 23-day trip abroad with a 


cheery word about European re- 
covery progress. He also was 
cheerful about the way business 
has been going in the United 
States. He indicated he sees no 
need at this point for large Gov- 
ernment outlays to stem a busi- 
ness decline. He refused to make 
any prediction, however. 
Snyder said he will meet with 
British leaders here in early Sep- 
tember to go further into British 
economic and financial troubles. 
Canadian officials will participate 
in these meetings, at which, Sny- 
der stressed, the State Depart- 
ment will head the United States 
participants. 
Concerning his London talks 
with Britain’s chief officials, Sny- 
der said: 
(1) Britain did not ask any ad- 
ditional dollar aid; (2) There was 
no discussion of “sending gold to 
Britain from Fort Knox,” also, no 
increase in the dollar price of gold 
is contemplated; (3) He did not 
discuss: the possibility of devalu- 
ing the British pound; (4) “No 
loans of any character were dis- 
cussed while I was in Britain.” 
He volunteered the comment 
that if we are to sell our products 
abroad we must buy products of 
other countries.

LONDON, July 26 (UP) — The 
Laborite majority in the House 
of Commions yoted down today a 
Conservative bid to delay the na- 
tionalization of steel until after 
the 1950 general election.

Now, capping all that lobby 
anguish, Senator John Sparkman 
(Dem.), Alabama, is busy greas- 
ing the skids to put through his 
bill for a huge low-cost private 
housing program.

While not unexpected, its 
speed and fury are somewhat sur- 
prising. Says the bulletin, “Sena- 
tor Sparkman threw a bombshell 
into the housing legislative situa- 
tion by introducing an entirely 
new bill. Anything can happen 
during these last few weeks of 
Congress. A bill improperly called 
a “Private Enterprise Bill” could 
be approved fast unless Congress 
understands its full impact. 

“Some authorities believe that 
Sparkman's bill would be more 
damaging to private mortgage- 
lending institutions and private 
housing construction than the 
President’s measure. It creates 
havoc with our present private 
mortgage lending structure.” 

Major features of Sparkman’s 
bill are liberalization of existing 
federal mortgage insurance provi- 
sions to stimulate low-cost private 
home-building, direct loans to vet- 
erans to finance homes, loans for 
‘co-operative housing projects, — 
disposal of thousands of 
housing units to local 8 
ies. Basic purpose is to pro- 
vide housing for income groups 
between $3000 and $5000, . 

Sparkman has strong congres- 
sional backing for his measure 
and thinks there is a good chance 
for its enactment in some form 
this session. Senator Burnet May- 
bank (Dem.), South Carolina, 
chairman of the Banking Commit- 
tee and a supporter of the bill, 
has promised speedy action.

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U. 8. CAN'T TALK SELF INTO DEPRESSION 
, By J. A. Livingston 7 


ONE-MONTH advance in the stock market, a snapback in new 
A. construction, strength in nonferrous metal prices, in- 
creased inquiries for textiles, and steady buying at department 
stores have produced an improvement in sentiment. The American 
economy which was falling apart in June somehow held together in 
July. Now people are asking the question, “Is recovery here?” 


The reversal in sentiment ought 
to put an end to the notion that 
America can talk itself into de- 
pression. That idea emanates from 
as high up as the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers. It 

prevails among business men too. 
Charles Luckman, president of 
Lever Brothers, last week told the 
Los Angeles. Chamber of Com- 
merce that the céuntry suffers 
from “jabber-jitters” and threat- 
ens to “worry itself sick.” 

In 29 Talk Didn't Do It. 
Yet we can no more talk our- 


selves’ into a depression today 


than we could talk ourselves out 
of the depression of 1929-33. After 
the stock market crash, declara- 
tions by Wall Street bankers that 
business was fundamentally sound 
or exhortations by the President 
of the United States to business 
men to proceed with new construc- 
tion could not stay the downward 
tide. The country was bought up. 
Today, as I see it, the under- 
lying demand for goods and 
services is far too powerful to be 
dissipated by jabberwocky. The 
country is not bought up. And 
it’s significant that gloom should 
lift at the very moment when 
the business statistics, notably 
production, hit a new low. 

Nevertheless, many people are 
still willing to bet, with cold cash, 
that the decline has further to go. 
On July 15 the short interest on 
the New York Exchange, at 1,844- 
000 shares, was the highest since 
February 20, 1933. My semi-annual 
consensus of economists, showed 
that only 6 per cent expected the 
decline to end this year, 35 per 
cent estimated a turn might come 
between January and June 1950. 
And 57 per cent—more than half— 
figured that the decline would per- 
sist beyond June 1950 

Status of U. S. Economy. 

The debits in the domestic econ- 
omy are still numerous, as follows: 

1. The trend of prices is still 
down. Therefore, business men and 
individuals shy away from post- 
ponable purchases. The house- 
holder who can make his old re- 
frigerator or passenger car do 
waits for lower prices. The indus- 
trialist, in the market for machin- 
éry or a new plant, holds off fon 
lower bids. 

2. Unemployment is still rising. 
That decreases demand for goods 
and services in urban areas, 
threatens’ a so-called downward 
spiral. As incomes drop, people 
buy ess, as they buy less, unem- 
ploymefit: rises some more, in- 
comes decline further, and 80 


along. 
3. The 3 isn’t as flush as 
he used to be, Agricultural prices

are off 18% from the January 
peak, Production expenses 
are down much less. Net farm in- 
come is figured at 10% under 1948. 
Obviously, that makes farmers less 
willing to make large capital im- 
provements, such as installation 
of electricity or telephones, im- 
provement of homes, etc. 

4. The most urgent pent-up de- 
mands for refrigerators, washing 
machines, radios, vacuum clean- 
ers have been met. Prices are be- 
ing cut. Current buying is well 
under peak capacity in most con- 
sumers durable goods industries. 

5. Ditto for plant expansion and 
industrial machinery. The Secur- 
ities & Exchange Commission es- 
timates expenditures on new 
plant and equipment in the third 
quarter at $4,630,000,000, or only 
4% below the same three months 
of 48. The year’s work has been 
far beyond expectations. Thus sec- 
ond-quarter plant expansion was 
the same as last year. Yet, in mak- 
ing their estimates in February, 
business men figured on a 14% 
drop. 

6; United States exports of goods, 
notably to England, are bound to 
decline, as the shortage of dollars 
beromes aggravated. However, 
ERP outlays are a continuing prop 
to United States sales abroad, 
guarantee against any foreign 
trade collapse such as occurred in 
1930-31.

And here’s the credit side of the 
ledger: 

1. International tensions have 
lessened. Fear of war no longet 
is everpresent.

: WASHINGTON, July 26. 
EMOCRATS are embarrassed 
more than somewhat by their 
unexpected and conspicuous 
rebuff on the Brannan plan. It is 
not quite the sequel the faithful 
New Dealers had envisioned to 
their widely publicized drumbeat- 
ing in Des Moines last month. 
Democrats are pinning their 
hopes for at least a partial recov- 
ery of lost ground in the Senate 
on one man: Senator Clinton An- 
derson of New Mexico, formerly 
Truman’s Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. But the hard fact, generally 
realized, is that Anderson takes a 
dim view of the Brannan plan. 
Being human and a politician, he 
perhaps is not too unhappy over 
the present discordant notes in 
the ruffles and flourishes with 
which his successor has been 
widely hailed by the party. 


However, Brannan has an agree- 
ment with Anderson that the lat- 
ter will do all the talking about 
their differences in farm policy. 
Meantime, Brannan is keeping his 
fingers crossed, 

Brannan Campaign. 

Secretary Brannan did some ex- 
tremely effective campaigning 
among the farmers on the derelic- 
tions of the Ejightieth Congress: 
Politicos, with their usual short 
memories, promptly began to act, 
post-November, as if Brannan had 
invented farm prosperity. Actual- 
ly, Anderson had been secretary 
during the period of the farmers’ 
greatest income—a fact to which 
little attention was paid as Ander- 
son himself was busy with his 
own campaign and, therefore, not 
available nationally. 

Democrats have done more than 
embarrass their own party; they 
have taken the Republicans off 
the hook on the farm problem, at 
least temporarily. 

Fearful that Brannan had the 
answer, most Republicans kept 
their heads way down, waiting 
until the farmer was heard from.

It is to be regretted that an Atlantic Pact has to 
be. It is to be regretted that we are spending 
billions on our own defense. It is always to be 
hoped that the lurking threat of war fade. 

But peace does not result from a policy 
of attempting to avoid war. World history shows 
peace to be a very important product of a will- 
ingness to defend the principles by which a na- 
tion lives. The Atlantic Pact nations and the 
several other islands of democracy: know this. 
They are in the Atlantic Pact because they want 
a sense of security—backed by assurances of 
military help—to, rid them of fear of a power 
that has encompassed nearly a dozen little na- 
tions since 1945. 

The basic defenses of peace are to be found 
in uniting the democracies to discourage any 
would-be aggressor and to combat the aggressor 
if he does strike. Since the democracies are now 
being united under the Atlantic Pact for these 
purposes, it is up to the United States to assist 
them in rearming. And the greatest danger is 
to Western Europe. Surveying this peril, Gen. 
Omar Bradley said last April 6: “Western Eu- 
rope can be saved only by the Western Euro- 
peans. But to save themselves they must have 
the will and the means to resist.” 

Right down the line, our military and State 
Department leaders have held that our basic 
policy must be defense of Western Europe 
against invasion—not an atomic bombing of an 
occupied Western Europe followed by another 
D-day in Normandy, That puts our military 
frontiers not on the Atlantic, in Britain or in 
Spain or on the Rhine but on the Elbe and the 
Danube. That means that bombers in reserve 
3000 miles from the Elbe and the Danube are 
not enough. That is why Mr. Truman sent his 
message to Congress. 

What needs to be done is to give nations 
which are willing but lacking in the necessary 
equipment, the weapons that they need. With 
their own battalions and our defense arms, they 
can lay the strategic foundations that are to sup- 
port the necessary diplomatic policy. That done, 
it should be apparent—as it was not. before 
World Wars I and II- that the democracies are 
determined to the point of fighting, if necessary,

Early American Intolerance 
THE EVENING WOL Marie McCall. [Jobs 
Day, 279 pgs., $3. : 15 l 
“The evening wolves will be abroad. Evil 
will prowl in all its multitudinous forms.” 
So warned an old sermon and so writes 
Marie McCall in her first novel of the 
threat to American democracy in the early 
days of the country’s growth. The author 
has written a story of the oligarchy of 
young New England, showing thereby that 
tolerance and democracy were not the rul- 
ing passions that drove our forefathers 
forward to form our great country. Re- 
ligion, instead, had put blinders on any 
would-be thinkers, and any tolerance what- 
soever became a threat to the “New Eng- 
land way.” The protectors of this “way of 
life” were men of iron will fired with a 
zeal to annihilate the witches who were 

bringing about the end of the world. 

Marie McCall has chosen an appropriate 
time to give to the literary public her own 
warning against the danger of blind intol- 
erance, closed mindedness, rabid witch hunt- 
ing. This message, if seen in its present- 
day applicability, is sufficient to make the 
work worthwhile. 

Jonathan Grigg, a young minister, was 
one of these strong, unquestioning men 
whose religious fervor to protect his in- 
bred world led to cruel persecution of the 
innocent “witches” and to terrible suspi- 
cions against his own angel-like wife. Ann 
Walton, the beautiful, tender, loving, mer- 
ciful wife of Jonathan, and a few ‘minor 
characters were the only touches of sanity 
in a witch-scared. world. Through the 
play-acting..of children like Dorcas Hub- 
bard, the author has shown how adult 
individuals can be convinced wrongly and 
swayed to persecute mercilessly. 

a novelist, the author is an idealist. 
Through Ann, Jonathan finally realized the 
error of his blindness and led his people 
to sanity. The wildness of the religious 
fervor of the day one does not doubt; the 
perfectness of Ann one does doubt. The 
novelist has made of her chief character an 
angel of goodness and mercy whereas even 
a slightly sane woman would have been a 
sufficient contrast to the rest of the char- 
acters. The novel drags in its reiteration 
of theme and becomes melodramatic in its 
attempt at emotional intensity.

Just across Czechoslovakia’s 
border was the might of the So- 
wiet Union, which seemed to be 
expanding without any restraints 
imposed on it. Czechs schooled in 
the Communist underground dur- 
ing the war and in Moscow were 
taking over key positions in the 
country in accord with a detailed 
plan worked out long in advance. 


This came on top of the tragic 
blunders made by the Western Al- 
lies as the war was drawing to an 
end; conspicuously, the command 
to stop the victorious Western 
armies short of Prague, leaving 
the capital to be “liberated” by 
the Russians. And always in the 
background was the bitter mem- 
ory of Britain’s appeasement of 
Nazi Germany at Munich. 

“It was Soviet power on the 
one hand and the lack of an ac- 
tive Western policy and of co- 
hesion among Western European 
nations on the other,” Duchacek 
writes, “that were mainly respon- 
sible for the self-assurance of the 
Communist minority and for the 
feeling of helpless isolation on the 
democratic side.

The 30-year-old musical comedy, 
Irene,“ was revived for the fourth 
time by Municipal Opera last 
night, and, although the Cinder 
ella theme is pretty dated even

its advertising. 
The recommendation was made 
by Abner E. Lipscomb, who pre- 
sided at F.T.C. hearings begun last 
year. His decision is not final, 
but is merely for consideration of 
the full commission. 
F.T.C.’s action against the or- 
ganization was based on a com- 
plaint filed by the. commission 
that the book club used the word 
“free” in its advertising to de- 
scribe “any book which is not in 
truth and in fact a gift. 

Harry Scherman, president of 
the club, said it had used the word 
“free’ in advertising for 22 years 
because we would find it practi- 
cally impossible to describe the 
operations in a few words with 
any other word.“ He also con- 
tended that the clubs advertising 
matter fully explained the obliga- 
tion of membership. 
Former members of the club 
testified that they had been “con- 
fused” about the word “free” and 
the “agreements” they signed to 
— books under the club 
plan. :

The opinion ruled that there 
should be a “divorcement and 
separation” of the firms’ produc- 
ing and exhibiting activities. 

Judge Hand said one effect of 
the ruling would be that the 
same stockholders cannot hold 
stock in both thé producing- 
distributing and the exhibiting 
phases of the business of the 
three companies. 

The court said a decree carry- 
ing out the ruling would be en- 
tered after Sept. 20. 

The Government for many years 
has contended that the movie 
producers’ controle of theaters 
constituted monopoly in many 
cities. 5 

The Court of Appeals had ruled 
that the companies had engaged 
in certain illegal practices under 
the anti-trust laws. The court 
said, however, it believed divorce- 
ment too drastic a remedy. 

Later, the issue went to the 
Supreme Court, which ruled that 
divorcement was an appropriate 
remedy if the lower court thought 
the facts warranted such relief. 

Yesterday's ruling was a result 
of the Supreme Court findings. 

The opinion stated also that it 
may be necessary later to “ter- 
minate theater monopoiies in cer- 
tain local situations.” 

Such action, the opinion said, 
might occur against theaters 
owned by the defendant com- 
panies or “by any new theater 
circuit which may be set up 
under the divorcement decree.” 

Two other major producers, 
Paramount and RKO, also were 
defendants in the original anti- 
trust action. 

They recently consented to a 
decree ordering them to sell most 
of the theaters they partly owned 
and turn those they wholly owned 
over to independent companies.

That’s because ‘business men have 
not indulged in over-speculation. 
All the talk of a depression, far 
from being a bane, was a boon.

6. Merchants have cut prices 
fast. As a result, total sales are 
not much below a year ago in 
dollar value, And Vcd volume 
is actually higher. Monthly re- 
ports on retail sales tend to be 
misleading. They imply “real” 
purchases are off. It’s noteworthy, 
incidentally, that business failures 
have begun to decline. Manufac- 
turers, wholesalers, and retailers 
presumably were in pretty good 
shape to bear a price drop, in 
spite of the many G.I. newcomers 
to business. 

7. Credit is plentiful. Corpora- 
tions are in fine financial shape. 
Business men are paying off loans 
easily. The Reserve Board has 
taken steps to ease the money 
market. And savings of individuals 
are increasing rapidly. This last 
implies that a resumption of buy- 
ing of consumer goods of all 
types is not far off. When sav- 
ings accumulate, people become 
freer with their money, figuring 
they have plenty for a “rainy day.” 


8. The economy is not prey to 
haphazard emotional forces of 
laissez-faire. Unemployment insur- 
ance supplies income, hence pur- 
chasing power, to persons laid off. 
Support prices prevent a panic in 
farm commodities. And federal 
and state and local government 
projects are expanding after the 
long suspension of public work 
during the war. And the govern- 
ment is hep to the technique of 
deficit financing to prop buying 
power. 

Great Unfilled Wants. 

But more than that, we have 
unfulfilled wants—in housing, in 
household improvements, (air con- 
ditioning, refrigeration, electricity, 
plumbing, washing machines, dish- 
washers, etc.). Old cars still domi- 


ules nate the highways and will be re- 


placed. And the highways, them- 
selves, are obsolete. As I visual- 
ize it, we are in the readjustment 
stages of a postwar period akin 
to the 1920s. Any business decline 
is bound to yield to the larger, 
mass forces pushing production

WOOD DESTROYERS. 

F you should ever wake up one 

morning and find your house in 

small pieces around your head, 
it may be due to one of the fol- 
lowing: 

Dry Rot: This is caused by a 
fungus and is found in wood that 
is alternately dry and wet. When 
woodwork is located where this 
condition is possible, prod it with 
an ice pick or sharp pointed knife. 
If the point goes in easily it is 
either dry rot, or— 

Termites: These insects don’t 
like the light so they do all their 
chewing from the inside of the 
wood. The way to test for them 
is to.prod the wood or look for. 
little earthen tunnels on masonry. 
They build these tunnels so they 
can get from the ground to the 
wood without exposing them- 
selves. 

Powderpost Beetles: These differ

from termites because you can 
find signs of them in little piles 
of sawdust~-on the floor where 
they are working. 

Carpenter Ants: A rather large 
black ant which happens to like 
wood. If you see them around, 


start a search for the nest which

Double Pass 

South had no trouble making 
his doubled contract—in fact, after 
West opened the club ace, South 
could have brought home an extra 
trick. 

It is not with the play, however, 
but with the bidding. that we 
should concern ourselves, for the 
true point of the deal is that East- 
West did not even approach their 
best contract, clubs. This was due 
to West’s failure to employ the 
takeout double. Regardless of the 
score, the double would have given 
the East-West partnership far 
greater latitede and flexfbility 
than was afforded by West's ac- 
tual diamond bidding. Surely East 
could not afford to enter the auc- 
tion, even though he had a sevene 
card suit, with one queen and one 
jack in his hand, especially after 
West, by negative impliestion, had 
asked him net to enter! Then, 
when West bid three diamonds 
over two spades, and finally 
doubled three hearts, East natur- 
ally considered himself barred 
from participation. 

The assumption is that if West 
hgd doubled one spade, thus im- 
plying an interest in Hast’s hand, 
East would have carried on to at 
least the four-level in his own suit, 
and a four-club contract would 
have been easy to make,
